The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1 and 4, more particularly define the structure of an optical 
recording medium and a stamper for manufacturing such medium. The medium 
comprise of a shallow and deep (depth d1 and d2) groove structure. One groove is 
different in depth from the adjacent grooves. In such disk a playback signal is stabilized 
by setting the level ration of an AC component of a sum signal to a DC component of 
the sum signal in a plurality of spots to be equal or smaller than a specific value. 

These particulars, combined with the remaining claim elements are not 
suggested in the prior art.
